Washington, June 11.—(Special.)—The 
genate bribery investigating commit- 
tee has developed nothing up to date. But 
one senator has been implicated in specu- 
lations in sugar stock, and he had previous- 

| ly acknowledged it on the floor of the sen- 

ate. That is about all that will come out 
of it except the punishment of two news- 
paper correspondents who declined to give 
sources from which they obtained news, 
not that there may be nothing else to de- 
but because no punishable crimes 
have been committed, and to develop litle 
things works lo good to any one. 

As a mater of fact, the senate is making 
nothing out ef these investigations of news- 
paper men. rhis is the second one recent- 
jy. it will be remembered that a senate 
committee was appointed two years ago to 

investigate execulive session leaks. it at- 
tempted to force hewspaper correspondents 

to teli from whvuin they obtained the details 
ef execulive session news. ikeach and every 
one Of them declined to tel. There was 
no allempt then to punish them, 

The senators Knew AoW the correspond- 
ents got executive session news, but noDe 
of them cared to tel, and hone ‘of the 
newspaper men would. AS a matter ol 
fact, correspondents in giving each other 
executive session news never tell from 
whence it comes. 

That committee being unable to learn 
anything by statements from the corres- 
pondent*, removed ibxecutive Clerk Jim 
young, who was a hewspaper Mal by pro- 
tession, but One Who never printed nor told 
apn execulive session secret. After doing 


this without proof tke committee just 
_ gtopped, and has never made a report. The 
senate evidently thought the investigation 
' would stoo the leakage of executive ses- 
“sion news, but since then, since the re- 
- moval of Mr. Young, the news of executive 
; ‘gession has been printed more fully than 
ever before. Liven the executive sessions 
ip which Mr. Young’s removal was dis- 
' guessed were printed in the newspapers with 
| pertect accuracy of detail. So the senate

individual senators. 

In this they will fail. Even jailing a 

few correspondents for contempt will ot 
do this. Newspaper correspondents, as a 

rule, are the fairest minded and most just 
get of men in the world. They are always 
ready to accord every man his just deserts. 

But they have no respect for position 

alone. They judge men by what they are, 

and not by the position they happen to 
hold. If a senator is not worthy of respect, 
they will say so as quickly as they would 
fay the same thing of any other man. 

Every fair-minded man will applaud this 

in them. The people want to know what 

manner ‘of men make the laws for them. 
' They have a right to know. “’ublic men are 
public property. Their official acts are 
legitimate subjects of criticism, and no 
amount of investigations will stop news- 
paper men trom criticising them. 

Denials Are Not Believed. 

It is easy enough for public men*to make 
denials, It is with many a commun prac- 
tite to Ueny newspaper stories when such 
Stories are calculated to injure their politi- 
cal prospects. Some of them make serious 

rors at times, and to egfape from. the 
fatality of their own ‘acts characterize the 
fewspaper reports as false. 

I well remember a case in question which 
happened several years ago.

Coxey and Browne at the Capitol. 
Gold Exportations. 
Washington, June 1l.—Coxey and Browne 
Came to the capitol today, using the as- 
Phalted walk instead of the grass in ap- 
proaching the building, and spent some 
time in the senate gallery. Browne did not 
wear his theatrical leather coat and conse- 
quently the two commonweal leaders at- 

tracted little attenion. 

The engagement today of $1,000,000 in gold 
for export from New York tomorrow re- 
duces the gold reserve in the treasury to 
$68,400,000. When Secretary Carlisle on Jan- 
uary lith last issued his circular letter in- 
viting bids for $50,000,000 of bonds, the gold 


reserve stood at $68,971,000. The ‘ten days’’3 


treasury statement issued today shows 
that the receipts from customs at New 
York so far this month have aggregated 
Only $1,605,035, an amount less than for any 
ten days since 1892, or prior years for ten 
years back, it is believed, and less by 
$1,000,000 for the corresponding period of 
June, 1893. Of this amount only 0.1 per 
cent was paid in gold and 86.8 per cent 
in silver certificates. 

So far this month the expenditures have 
exceeded the receipts by $2,200,000 and for 
the fiscal year, $73,200,000. 

Secretary Carlisle today awarded the con- 
tract for the erection of a life saving sta- 
tian at Suifivan’s island, South Carolina, 
to Henry L. Cade, of Charleston, at $4,400. 

The senate today confirmed the nomina- 
tions of W. M. Dunkle, of Virginia, and 
W. K. Spiller, at Bridgepori, Ala. 

Commander Thomas, of the Bennington, 
was not heard from by the navy depart- 
ment today. As he has sent a cablegram 
every day for the past week, naval officiais 
presume that no important developments 
have occurred. It is stated that there has 
been no idea in cabinet circles of disap- 
proving Commander Thomas's action 4g: 
granting asylum under the extraordinary 
circumstances which required his prompt 
action, as the naval regulations gave him 
no alternative in the matter. Naval officers 
commend the conduct of Commander Thom- 
as in unusually strong terms. 

President Cleveland has been somewhat 
affected by the debilitated warm weather, 
and was indisposed today. The regular 
Monday public reception was abandoned 
and a physician was called on for a pre- 
scription, which is expécted to restore the 
president to his usual health by tomorrow. 
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THE REPUBLIC OF HAWAII. 
The Constitutional Convention Drafts 
a Constitation. 

Victoria, B. C., June 11.—The following 
advices have been received by the steamer 
Araw, from Honolulu, dated June 3d: The 
constitutional convention has been occupied 
with its organization for the past two days. 
A strongly supported proposition was made 
to give a seat in the convention to L. «@. 
Thurston, without, however, giving him 
voting power. This proposition received 
but three votes from the deJezgates. John 
McCandless was chosen to the advisory 
council, vice Ed Suhr, and is also an ex- 
officio member of the convention. The 
draft of the constitutiop prepared by the 
executive council was distributed to the 
members of the convention yesterday after- 
noon. The government is called “The Re- 
public of Hawaii.”’ There is a president: no 
vice president; a cabinet of four ministers; 
an advisory council of fifteen members, ano 
a legislature consisting of a senate ana 
house of representatives, sitting separately 
anda each composed of fifteen members. 

All voters must be born or naturalized 
citizens and must be able to read, write and 
speak the English or Hawaiian language 
with fluency. Electors of senators must 
possess property valued at $4,000 or a year- 
ly income of $600. An alien who wishes to 
quilify for naturalization must come from 
a country with which Hawai! has a treaty 
concerning naturalization. They must be 
able to read and write English fluently, 
must possess property valued at $200 and 
must renounce all foreign allegiance. A 
special exception, however, is made in the 
case of all aliens who aided and supported 
the provisional government. They may re- 
ceive denization or naturalization and be 
free to vote without the above quilifications. 
All voters must adjure monarchy. 

The president is to be elected for a term 
of six years and -cannot succeed himself. 
He is to be chosen by a majority of both 
houses sitting together, but the majority 
must also include a majority of the senate. 
He is to have the usual powers of thea chief 
magistrate. 

The first president is named in the con- 
stitution and is to continue until December 
$1, 1900. The advisory council is appointed 
five by each house of congress and five by 
the president. The council is to act in cases 
of pardons, the appropriation of money and 
in great emergencies. In case of a presi- 
dential vacancy or suspension the office is 
to be filled by one of the cabinet until a 
new president can be elected. The presi- 
dent and senate have power to conclude a 
treaty of commercial and political union 
with the United States. 

Special boards of registration shall act 
on each island. The qualifications of voters 
are to be rigidly scrutinized. The legislature 
may provide by laws for the supervision 
of registration, control and identificatioa of 
all persons and any class or. nationality 
of persons and may also restric’. and limit 
the term of residence and business or em- 
ployment’ of all persons coming into the 
republic. This meets the Case of Asiatic 
immigrants. 

Freedom of speech and press does not 
permit advocacy of the restoration of the 
monarchy. No alien entering the republic 
is entitled to a writ of habeas corpus as 
of right. All treaties are ratified and con- 
firmed. All commissioners are vacated on 
September 1, 1894. The first regular ses- 
sion of the legislature is to be held on the 
third Wednesday of February, 189, and 
biennially thereafter. No reference is made 
to Asiatics in the constitution. The, pro- 
visions for naturalization tend to exclude 
all such from voting. All existing laws 
and rights are confirmed; crown lands 
are declared to be the property of the gov- 
ernment and lotteries are prohibited. The 
advisory council continue in full  legisla- 
tive and other authority until the legisla- 
ture is convened. The first election shall 
be held in three months after -he premul- 
n of the new constitution. The regis- 
try of voters in the election of May 2d 
shall determine the voters for representa- 
tives. Voters for senators only # all be

HOLIDAY SOLDIERS. 


Several Are Found Guilty of Mutiny in 
Staying at Home, 


REPORT MADE ON CAROLINA’S TROOPS 


Several Officers Are Accused ofCon- 
duct Unbecoming Gentlemen. 


NO DECISION FROM THE GOVERNOR 


W hat He Will Do With the Bandbox Mi- 
litia Is Not Known, but He Has 
No Patience with It. 


Columbia, 8S. C., June 11.—(Special.)—The 
court of inquiry appointed by Governor Till- 
man to inquire into the conduct of the mil- 
itary companies which refused to go to 
Darlington during the dispensary troubles, 
today made a voluminous report as to the 
three Columbia companies ahd four others. 
As to the Governor’s Guards, of Columbia, 
the court says Captain Bateman was guilty 
of disobeying orders, but in doing so he was 
influenced by a belief that to attempt to 
carry the company out of the armory would 
precipitate a riot. No other officer or 
member was guilty of any disobedience of 
orders. Those members who threw down 
their arms in the presence of the governor 
at his mansion were guilty of unbecoming 
conduct, but were laboring under great 
excitement. 

The court found that Captain Alston, of 
the Richland Volunteers, a Columbia com- 
pany, disobeyed no orders nor was guilty of 
any conduct unbecoming an officer. He is 
commended for his determination to do his 
whole duty, having left a sick bed. No of- 
ficer or member was guilty of disobeying 
orders, 

As to the Zouaves, Captain Capers was 
guilty of disobeying orders and of conduct 
unbecoming an officer in encouraging his of- 
ficers to disobey the governor’s orders. 
With the exception of Lieutenant Frost and 
a few members, the Zouaves were guilty 
of disobeying orders. The Jenkins Rifles 
were guilty of deliberate disobedience in re- 
fusing to go to Columbia when ordered. 
The Gordon Light Infantry, of Winnsboro, 
Captain Jordan was guilty of premeditated 
disobedience and is solely responsible for 
the failure of his company to come to 
Columbia. As to the Ctawba Rifles,of Rock 
Hill, Captain Reed and Lieutenant Harri- 
son were guilty of disobedience. The com- 
missioned officers and ten men, the Gordon 


Volunteers of Hampton, disobeyed no or 
ders. Other members disobeyed, but from 


business considerations and not from a de- 
sire to shirk the services required of them. 

Governor Tilman has not decided what 
he will do about it. The court finds that 
the conduct of Major Arthur Metts, of the 
Palmetto regiment, was unbecoming an of- 
ficer and prejudicial to military discipline 
in counseling the Governor's Guards not to 
go to Darlington. 


QUARREL OVER A CORPSE. 


Senator Vance’s Remains the Cause 
of Contention. 

Asheville, N. C., June 11.—The Citizen to- 
day publishes the following: 

“To the Public—My father’s request and 
direction to me were that his body should 
be laid to rest in the lot in the Asheville 
cemetery selected and purchased by him- 
self, and that his first wife, the mother 
of his children, should be by his side. In 
compliance with this expressed wish, he 
was placed there by the senate committee 
with the concurrence of his family and 
widow. There he remained for nearly two 
months, when, on last Tuesday evening 
late, the remains were secretly and sur- 
reptitiously taken up and placed in another 
lot in the cemetery: 

“This was Known to be without the 
knowledge or consent of his sons, his only 
brother or his sister; even against their 
desire. within one mile of the cemetery 
was one brother and three sisters of our 
father, and had either of these been con- 
sulted they would have protested against 
this high-handed act, most’ certainly 
against the manner of removal, and espec- 
‘ally against the opening of the casket, 
which latter was done, for what purpose 
we do not krow. The removal might even 
have been submitted to had not the party 
making the removal, in writing as the last 
and final ultimatum on the subject, refused 
to allow the wife of his early manhood, our 
mother, to be placed by his side. This 
violation of a sacred obligation was to me 
go revolting that I felt that it was my 
imperative duty to the memory of my dead 
father to replace the remains in the orig- 
inal place. This has been done, and I trust 
and pray they may there remain in peace. 

“Sad as has been this duty, it Was ren- 
dered necessary by the promise I repeated- 
ly made my father. It is also humiliating 
and mortifying to me that all this has 
occurred, and this pubfication made neces- 
sary. But I see no escape from it. We 
appeal to the sentiment of the good people 
of this community and of the state of 
North Carolina to sustain us in our efforts 
to secure the permanent and peaceful re- 
pose of this good man, our father, on the 
spot of his own selection and choice, and 
where he was placed by his colleagues of 
the United States senate, with the full con- 
sent of his family and widow, and where 
may rest by his side the mother of his 
children.

HE SCORED BRECKINRIDGE. 


Owens Meets Settle in Joint Debate 

at Lexington. 

Lexington, Ky., June 11.—By 9 o’clock 
this morning the streets of this city were 
crowded for blocks. Up and down from 
the center nothing could be seen but a 
surging mass of human beings. ‘The streets 
are full of people who came last night, 
and the sole subject of conversation was the 
meeting of Settle and Owens on the plat- 
form in the opera house here. Mr. Owens 
arrived here last night and is making his 
headquarters at the Hotel Reed. Half an 
hour before the time for the speaking to 
begin the opera house was filled to suffoca- 
tion. The audience was crowded and 
jammed together till standing room was at 
a premium. One-half of the people who 
had come to hear the speaking were unable 
to get admittance. 

Judge Jere Morton arose amid a storm of 
applause and, in a lengthy and befitting 
speech, endorsed Mr. Owens as 
a man of high moral character, a gentle- 
man above reproach and truthful in every 
sense. He paid a beautiful tribute to Mr. 
Owens, and did not forget to draw Colonel 
Breckinridge over the coals without the 
mention of his name. 

Mr. Owens arose amid a perfect uproar 
of applause, and it was ten minutes before 
the Scott county man could proceed. After 
paying a tribute to his opponent, Mr. Set- 
tle, he began to handle him without gloves. 
Settle’s statement that Mr. Owens had to 
have a certificate of good character from 
his people first caught his attention. When 
he said that Settle, like the present repre- 
sentative in congress, badly needed one, the 
applause was deafening. Upon the stage 
were seated many of the leading ladies and 
gentleman of the district.

Governor Mitchell Determined That 
No More Shall Take Place There. 
Jacksonville, Fla., June 11.—Information 
comes from Tallahassee that the supreme 
court of Florida will tomorrow review 
the injunction which Judge Call, of this 
place, granted the Duval Athlectic Club 
in January last, restraining the sheriff 
from interfering with the Corbett-Mitchell 
prize fight. It is understood that Gov- 
ernor Mitchell is behind the case, as he 
is convinced that Judge Call’s decision 
was contrary to law and he wants the 
Supreme court to finally pass upon the 
question of the legality of prize fighting 
in I lorida. It is understood that the govern- 
or wants the question speedily decided 
in view of the newspaper “eports that a 
club igs arranging to pul off another mij! 
at Jacksonville. It is the general opinio 
that the supreme court will overturn Judge 
Call’s ruling in regard to prize fights; but 
even should he be sustained in his con- 
tention that prize fights are not violative | 
of Florida laws, it is. gaid that Governor 
Mitcheil will convene the legislature in 
extra session and procure the passage of 
an anti-prize fight law rather than allow 
another mill to be pulled off in Florida. 
It may be safely asserted that Fiorida has 

had its first and last prize fight. 


BITTEN BY A MAD Dog. 


Seven Persons at Dallas, Tex., in 
Danger of Hydrophobia. 
Dallas, Tex., June 11.—A mad dog, a huge 
speciment of the St. Bernard breed, yes- 
terday bit seven persons, three of them, 
it is feared, fatally, besides killing two 
cates and three dogs. Albert Adams, a 
negro boy, was bitten so badly that he 
cannot live. Mrs. Mary Arthur, an invalid, 
was attacked in her bed and so badly 
lacerated that her life is despaired of. 
Jennings Moore had his arms, legs and body 
badly torn and George Young, Mrs. Wooden 
and Nick Powers were severely bitten. 
Doctors are applying madstones, but they 

will not stick. 


A Bomb on the Bridge. 

Wheeling Creek, O., June 11.—At noon to- 
day two men were observed acting in a very 
suspicious manner at the Wheeling creek 
bridge, of the Cleveland, Lorraine and 
Wheeling road. On the approach of two 
soldiers belonging to the Second Ohio reg- 
iment the men fled. An examination of 
the bridge disclosed the fact that a dyn- 
amite bomb had been so placed that a 
train passing would have exploded the 
bomb, destroyed the bridge and wrecked 
the train. 


A Murder in Vicksburg. 


Vicksburg, Miss., June 11.—One of the 
most coid-blooded murders ever committed 
in this city was perpetrated yesterday af- 
ternoon by Justice of the Peace J. B. La- 
nier, who shot'and instantly killed Charles 
Scott, colored, without the slightest cause 
or provocation. The coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of “homicide, not in nec- 
essary self-defense.” 

Lanier has not yet been arrested, though 
he offered to surrender to his fellow magis- 
trate. 


Three Bodies Found. 

Denver, -Colo., June 11.—Three bodies of 
Coxeyites drowned in the Platte by the 
wrecking of their boats have been found 
up to date. By the overturning of a boat 
yesterday between Brighton and Platteville 
Dr. Purcell, of this city lost his life.

MINERS SIGN A SCALE 


Operators and Workmen in the Pennsyl- 
yania Fields Reach an Agreement. 


IT IS TO STAND.UNTIL NEXT YEAR 


Strikers Who Opposed Compromise 
Are Dropped- . 


THIS SHOULD END THE STRIKE 


W hile the Miners Do Not Get All That 
They Want They Claim to Have 
Won a Victory. 


Columbus, O., June i11—The report of 
the scale committee was adopted unani- 
mously by the conference of miners and 
operators at 10 o'clock tonight, and the 
conference adjourned sine die. lt was 
noticed when the signatures were read that 
the miners had substituteé for W. H. Mur- 
ray and A. A. Adams, the men who stood 
out against compromise, John Fahey and 
Secretary P. A. McBryde. The following 
is the full agreement resolution: 

*“‘Resolved, That we agree that the rates 
for mining 2,000 pounds of lump coal shall 
be as follows: Pittsburg thin vein, 69 cents; 
thick vein, 56 cents’ Hocxing Valley, 60 
cents; Indiana bituminous, 60 cents; Indiana 
block, 70 cents; Streator, iil, summer, 
62%4 cents; Streater, winter, 70 cents; Wil- 
mington, summer, 77% cents; Wilmington, 
winter, 8 cents; LaSalle, lll., and Spring 
Valley, summer, 72% cents; LaSalle and 
Spring Valley, winter, 80 cents. Other sec- 
tions in the northern Illinois field at prices 
relative to the above. Coal in Pittsburg, 
direct going east to tide water, shall pay 
the same mining prices as that paid by the 
Pennsylvania Gas and Westmoreland Coal 
Company. This scale of pmces shall be in 
effect and bind both parties <hereto begin- 
ning June 18, 1894, and continuing until the 
first day of May, 1895, subject to the fol- 
lowing provisions: Provided that the above 
named scale of prices for the Pittsburg 
district shall be generally recognized and 
observed. 

Arbitration in Case of Differences. 

“lt is further provided that operators and 
miners shall co-operate in their efforts to 
secure a general observance of said prices 
named for said district, and if during the 
period covered by this agreement a general 
recognition of the prices herein named for 
said district cannot be secured, either party 
to this agreement may call a meeting of 
the joint board of arbitration to meet at 
such time and place as those having au- 
thority may elect; and said joint board, 
when so called, shall meet and determine, 
if able, whether the agreement has been 
sufficiently respected and complied with to 
warrant its continuance to the date named 
herein. If the board is umabie to agree, 
the members thereor shall select a disin- 
terested man whose decision shall be final. 
If it shall be found and decided by prices 
above provided that it is being substantial- 
ly respected it shall remain in force and 
bind both parties thereto for the period 
stipulated herein; and, if found and decided 
hy same prices not to be so generally ob- 
served as to warrant its continuance, it 
shall be abrogated, and both parties there- 
to enselved from contract obligations here- 
in set forth. When miners desire, they 
shail be permitted to elect and place on 
the table check weighmen of their own 
choice. Wages shall be paid on abore 
scale semi-monthly. All balances due on 
pay day shall be paid in cash. An inter- 
state board of arbitration and conciliation, 
co sisting of four operators and four 
miners, shall consider and determine upon 
any inequity complained of as between 
the different fields named in the above 
schedule of prices.’’ 

Considered a Victory.

The Miners Do Not Like it. 

Telegrams received here tonight from 
the centers of Ohio show that the miners 
are extremely indignant over the compro- 
mise settlement of the strike, and there 
may be an organiezd movement led by 
President A. A. Adams in resistance to the 
order to go to work. State officials are 
affraid now that the miners will be more 
difficult te control than before. 


TRYING TO CONSOLIDATE. 


Joint Conference of Delegates 
Labor Organizations. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—The joint con- 
ference between the heads uf the Knights 
of Labor and American Federaticn of La- 
bor, which is confidently expected will ce- 
labor organizations 
with bonds of lasting friendship and in- 
clude all other great labor organizations, 


' such as the various railway organizations, 


the Farmers’ Alliance and other bodies not 
in strict accord with the Knights and tea- 
eration, began at 10 o’clock this morning 
in the Laclede hotel. 

The conference was called to order by 
Gercral Master Workman ‘Sovereign. ine 
organizations represented are the Kuzights 
of Labor, American Federation of Labor, 
Brotherhood of Engineers, Firemen ana 
Braxemen, Federation of Railway ‘rrain- 
men, Order of Railway Conductors ana 
Farmers’ Alliance. At 3 o'clock p, m. a 
recess was taken until nearly 5 o'clock p. 
m. 

The details of the conference were not 
giren out, but it is learned from a reliable 
source that the speakers do not. favor 
amalgamation of the different trades and 
labor organizations. They advocated, how- 
ever, harmonious union and concerted ac- 
tion in all matters concerning their rmnutual 
benefit and for the purpose of the protection 
cf labor asainst capital. It is bellevea 
that the conference will agree that all ta- 
bor organizations shall bind themselves to 
an agreemeut as outlined above.

| Two miners, who arrived in the city from 


the south this afternoon, state that strik- 
ers are massing along the Central for an 
onslaught on Pana. 

There is a feeling of uneasiness, and why 
the troops should be withdrawn just at 
this time cannot be understood. Tips have 
reached here that a large number of for- 
eign strikers are congregated at the old 
Brown farm, two miles east of the city. 
Additions are being made to the police 
force and many citizens are guarding pri- 
vate property. 

The committee left Altoona tonight. 
Hopes are entertained that the conference 
will end the troubles. The message of Pres- 
ident Bradley is said to have been couched 
in more conciliating tones than former 
communications, and the fact that the op- 
erators are asking to meet the strikers of 
central Pennsylvania does away with objec- 
tions previously expressed against inter- 
erence. 

The Berwind-White Coal Company is 
making extensive preparatiots to resume 
work at its mines, whatever may be the 
result of the conference. The company 
mine at Horatio was started today with 
200 workman and the presence of 200 coal 
and iron police was sufficient to deter the 
strikers from making any hostile demon- 
strations.

The operators, headed by 
William D. Kelley, immediately met in 
the office of the Berwind-White company 
and after an informal conference decided 
to meet the representatives of the strikers 
as requested. 
Peace at Cripple Creek. 

Lcipple Creek, Colo., June 11—In con- 
formity with the agreement entered into 
yesterday afternoon between General 
Broeks and the leaders of the deputy 
forces, the latter broke camp at the Inde- 
pendence mine today. 

The Independence and ‘7ictor mines have 
begun cleaning out their workings, and 
will commence operations on three shifts 
of eight hours tomorrow. The Raven, Tuena 
Vista Summit, Elkton and Columbia. tun- 
nel are preparing to put men to work 
Wednesday, and *t is expected that within 
the next week tuwere will not be an idle 
mine in the district. General Brooks has 
promised ‘od protect all men put to work, 
whether union or non-union, and to prompt- 
ly arrest any and all persons who attempt 
to interfere with them. 

Shops Shut Down. 

Paducah, Ky., June 1).—The Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern shops have shut 
down here throwing, over three hundred 
men out of work. Eight trains have been 
taken off one end of the road and six off 
the other. Scarcity of coal and falling off 
of »usiness is the cause. 

The Deputies Rescued Them. 

Uniontown, Pa., June 11.—At noon today 
a posse of deputy sheriffs found the four 
captive workmen in a camp of the strikers 
near Kyle and effected their release without 
a confiict. The men bore evidence of 
rough treatment, but were not seriously 
injured. They were brought to Uniontown 
and made information against the strikers, 
who had held them prisoners. They were 
then taken to their homes at Leisenring. 


WORK OF THE RED CROSS. 


What Miss Barton and the Society 
Have Accomplisher. 
Washineton, June 11.—Miss Clara Barton 
and the Red Cross staff closed the field of 
relief at Beaufort, S. C., on Saturday. The 
sea islands with their population of 25,000, 
after nine months of hard work, are ieft 
in a condition to support themselves. The 
cyclone of August, 18%, destroyed over 
2,000 lives, devastated 15,000 acres of land 
and ruined 6,000 cabins. The people have 
been fed, the 6,000 cabins rebuilt, over 100 
miles of ditches for drainage have been 
dug and roads and bridges have been con- 
structed. At least 15,000 acres more of 
lanad have been planted this year than 
ever planted before of the famous sea is- 
land cotton, which has heretofore been 
about the only product, and which left the 
small land owners and laborers in debt 
and practically in the power of the mer- 
chants. Under Miss Barton’s management, 
nearly 28,000 acres of food crops have been 
planted, and, as a result, the population of 
the islands can depend on their own food 
crops and are independent. Outside of the 
clothing and other supplies, a great part 
of which was contributed, the amount of 
money expended by the society has been 
about $32,000. Miss Barton at present is in 
Charleston suffering from exhaustion result- 
ing from overwork. She will remain there 

for five or six weeks. 4

FLED LIKE A BIRD. 


A Colored Evangelist Skips Before 
Seven Bailets. 


HIS STORY AND ANOTHER STORY 


Williams Said He Fired the Shots 
and Meant Business, Too. 
An Interesting Case. 


Evangelist Ogietree, a strong-iungea, siae- 
w.iskered reverend in very pious habila- 
ments, went over in the vicinity of bod 
Williams’s homé on Dora street yesterday 
morning to tell a brother that he could not 
deliver a revival sermon that he had proi- 
ised to discourse. 

His mission nearly cost him his pious 
life. Coming back he ran a race with seven 
bullets, and escaped to tell the stery. ‘ihe 
inan who was manipulating the bullets tel's 
quite a different story, it may be stated. 

Ogletree syould be taken for a minister 
anywhere. His clothing gives the miunis- 
teriel calling away, and the cut of nis 
facial contour is thoroughly characteristic 
of colored ministers. His voice and whis- 
kers are two additional features that g0 
to make out the case against him. 

When Evangelist Ogletree came panting 
out of Dora street Officers Blackstone and 
Lockhardt, whose attention had been at- 
tracted, immediately began to investigate. 

The evangelist said that he had made an 
engagement to preach at a church in that 
vicinity and had found that a more press- 
ing engagement called him elsewhere at 
the time and he went up on Dora Street 
to tell the good brother that, much t his 
regret, he could not fill the appointment, 

Hie was chased out of the street in @ 
most lawless fashion, he says. According 
to him Bob Williams ran out and opened 
fire on him, shooting at him seven times, 
the wonder being that he was not mur- 
dered on the spot. 

On this story the officers arrested bob 
Wiliiams and yesterday the case was tricd. 
Evanyelist Ogletree made ais statement, 
which was followed by one from Willlats, 

“T did shoot at him,’”’ said Williams, glar- 
ing at him. ‘‘He is an old scoundrel and 
has tried to separate my wife from me. 
I have warned him three times to stop

COTTON BAGGING FREE. 


Bags for Grain Are Also Exempted 


from Duty by the Senate. 


Washington, June 11.—The reading of 
Saturday’s journal having been dispensed 
with, Mr. Morrill, republican, of Vermont, 
gave notice of an amendment to the naval 
appropriation bill and read an argument in 
explanation and support of it. The amend- 
ment was that the superintendent of the 
United States naval observatory shali be 
a person selected from civil life, learned in 
the science of astronomy, to be appointed 
by the president, by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate, with an annual 
salary of $5,000. 

The tariff bill was, at 10:30 o’clock a, m., 
taken up, the question being on the first 
paragraph of spirits and wines—schedule 
“HH.” The paragraph, as passed by the 
house and reported by the senate finance 
committee, puts a duty of $1.80 per proof 
gallon on brandy and other spirits, not 
specially provided for. Before the adjourn- 
ment on Saturday, Mr. Aldrich had moved 
to increase the rate to $2.50 as under exist- 
ing law. 

The amendment was rejected—yeas, 18; 
nays, 27. Among the senators Voting “nay” 
was Mr. McPherson, who had been_ reported 
in the papers as dangerously ill at his 
home in New Jersey. 

The only change made in this schedule 
from the finance committee’s figures was 
in the last paragraph. All imitations of 
mineral waters and artificial mineral wa- 
ters were changed from 30 per cent to 20 
per cent ad valorem. 

The cotton manufacturers’ schedule came 
next and the recommendations of the 
finance committee were all agreed to 
promptly. The rapidity and ease with 
which the schedule was disposed of at- 
tracted the attention and provoked the 
criticism of Mr. Dolph, of Oregon. He ex- 
pressed his surprise and amazement at see- 
ing ten pages of the bill rushed through 
in thirty minutes without a single New 
England senator opening his mouth. Their 
silence was significant and he would like 
to know what it meant. 

Mr. Aldrich supplied the information de- 
sired. The cotitton schedule, he said, was the 
most scientific cotton schedule ever prepar- 
ed. The rates were lower than the cotton 
manufacturers desired; but it was impossi- 
ble to have the rates fixed in accordance 
w'th their notions, and so they yielded to 
the inevitable. He thought that the finance 
committee deserved the thanks of the cot- 
ton manufacturers of the countrv for hav- 
ing consénted ‘to an arrangement, which, 
while the duties were not high enough, 
was perfectly satisfactory. 

Bags and Bagging Free. 

The hemp, flax and jute schedule. met 
with a little more discussion, but the 
finance committee’s recommendations were 
all agreed to except that Mr. Vest moved 
to strike out the last phrase of the sched- 
ule, putting a duty on grain bags, so that 
they might be afterwards placed on the free 
list. This was agreed to. 

The next paragraph (271) puts a duty of 
15 per cent on bagging for cotton, composed 
in part or in whole of hemp, flax, jute or 
jute bums. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. Peffer 
to exempt it from duty. 

Mr. Vest said that no opposition would 
be offered to the amendment by the finance 
committee. 

The amendment was agreed to—veas, 34: 
nays, 19, and cotton bagging was made ex- 
empt from duty. 

Then came the paragraph on collars and 
cuffs (275). The house bill made the duty 
on collars and cuffs and shirts and all linen 
wearing apparel 35 per cent ad valorem. 
The amendment of the finance committee 
was to make the paragraph read: “Collars 
and cuffs composed wholly or in part of 
linen, 30 cents per dozen pieces, and in ad- 
‘ition thereto 30 per cent ad valorem: shirts 
and all other articles of wearing apparel of 
every description, not specially provided for 
in this act, composed wholly or in part of 
linen, 50 per cent ad valorem. 

Messrs. Platt, Hoar, Chandler and Ald. 
rich twitted the democrats with having 
placed a duty not only protective, but pro- 
hibitive, on these articles of manufacture 
and invited an explaration from Mr. Vest. 
Mr. Vest insisted that the rates fixed 
constituted a revenue duty. 

Mr. Hoar turned toward Mr. Mills, who 
had gone over to the republican side of the 
chamber, and said: ‘‘Will not the senator 
from Texas tell us—’’ 

A Retort by Mills. 


Without waiting for a close of the sen- 
tence, Mr. Mills broke in: “With the great- 
est pleasure in the world. I knew that you 
would come to me, and I was waiting for 
you to do so. (Laughter.) We found our- 
selves in a situation where it was necessary 
to make this concession. In order to prevent 
some other barons engaged in plundering 


$150,000,000, and the plunder on cotton goods 
—well, not so much—very little—(aughter)— 
we had to stand a little rise on collars and 
cuffs.” ° 

“That is not the way to state it,” Mr. 
Hoar said. “It is not a ifttle rise on collars 
and cuffs. The senator goes forth, with his 
bludgeon in his hand and says ‘there is a 
robber on the highroad plundering at large; 
and therefore I will take to the byways 
and do a little plundering myself.’ (Laugh- 
ter.) But I would like to have the senator 
go a little farther and tell us now ih came 
to be necessary to do this. How did it hap- 
pen? What democrat was it who would rpt 
vote for the bill without certain condi- 
tions ?’’ 

voncessions: Must Be Made. 


Mr. Mills suggested that Mr. Chandler 
seemed to know all about that and would 
give the desired information. 

That suggestion did not suit Mr. Hoaf 
however, who said that Mr. Mills was in 
the position of a witness who had offered 
himself to the court for examination; and 
he repeated the question. 

Mr. Mills’s reply was that he had already 
stated that the bill could not be passed 
without concessions being made. 

Mr. Hoar pressed Mr. Mills to name the 
man and applied to the Texas senator the 
remark of Burke on one occasion—that he 
had sneaked out of a difficulty in which he 
had proudly strutted. But of course, he said, 
the remark would not apply to so gallant 
and chivalric a man as the senator from 
Texas. 

As Mr. Mills declined to be as explicit as 
Mr. Hoar would have him, the Massachu- 
setts senator declared in conclusion, that 
ris friend from Texas “threw himself on 
the mercy of the court.” 

The question being on the committee's 
amendment to the collars and cuffs para- 
graph, Mr. Chandler called for the yeas 
and nays. The call was not seconded—only 
three senators sustaining it—and the amend- 
ment was agreed to without a division. 

Then came the wool schedule, and then 
the tariff bill was laid aside for the day, 
after three schedules and nineteen pages 
had been disposed of. 

Mr. Peffer gave notice that when the wool 
schedule was taken up tomorrow he would 
move the provisions of the existing law be 
reduced about 40 per cent. 

But the most ominous notice of all was 
One given by Mr. Quay that he would to- 
morrow take the floor and continue the 
speech begun by him on the l4th of April, 
and of which he hag already delivered nu- 
merous installments. 

At 6:10 o’clock p. m., after a short exec- 
utive session, the senate adjourned until 
tomorrow at 10 o'clock a. m. 

Dull Day in the House. 

Washington, June 11.—Al! efforts to con- 
sider bills by unanimous consent failed. A 
resolution, introduced by Mr. Bailey, of 
Texas, was favorably reported by the com- 
mittee on printing and agreed to, authoriz- 
ing the printing of 6,000 copies of a compila- 
tion of all messages, proclamations and in- 
augural addresses of presidents of the 
United States from 1789 to 1894, inclusive; 
also, a resolution directing the printing of 
10,000 copies of the fourteenth annual re- 
port of the bereau of ethnology. 

This was District of Columbia day and no 
business was transacted. The first bill to 
come up was one relating to the police pen- 
sion fund of the district. It was made the 
pretext for a general political debate, in 
which ten or a dozen members took part. 
The bill was then recommitted. 

The next bill to come up was a street 
railroad extension. It was withdrawn. 

The next bill was to create a new street 
railway franchise in the suburb.w. On an 
amendment to this bill a division was called 
for and this developed the absence of a 
quorum and a vote by yeas and nays was 
ordered. 

The vote resulted—yeas 90, nays 69, present 
and not voting 3. There being no quorum 
whe house, at 4:26 o'clock, adjourned until 
tomorrow.

The heart wil! beat a little faster when one re- 
calls the hurricane of unwonted fury even in 
that latitude which swept over Samoa Bay in 
18Ssy. It will be remembered how the United 
States man-of-war Trenton, finding it impossible 
to resist the fury of the gale, manned the yards, 
and, with the stars and stripes flying from the 
masthead and the band playing “The Star 
Spangled Fanner.” swepton todestruction; and 
as they passed the British man-of-war Calliope, 
whose superior engines were bearing her crew to 
the safety of the open sea, gave three cheers for 
‘heir luckier comrades and passed beneath the 
racing waters to heroes’ graves. 

This group of nine islands, large and small, 
are of volcanic formation and surrounded by 
coral reefs. 

They were visited by Bougainville in 1768 and 
christened Isies des Navigateurs, as a tribute to 
the skill of tne native boatmen.

An Aged Negro and His Wonder- 
fol History. 


THE FATHER OF THIRTY-NINE CHILDREN 


Was Born in 1789-—His Wife, Too, Is 
Ancient-How the Old Couple 
Lives. 


In a little dilapidated old cabin, situated 
in a back alley which juts off from Hayden 
street, lives one of the most remarkable 
characters in Georgia. 

An old negrg he is, who, for ninety- 
eight years, has seen season follow season 
and generation succeed generation. His 
wife, too, is aged, and numbers her years 
high above the four-score notch. In the 
way of children the offspring of this ancient 
couple, by actual and authentic count, 
reaches thirty-nine. 

“Dan’el Winfield, sah. Dan’e} Winfield, 
dat’s my name. - B'longed to de Travises 
endurin’ of slavery time. Dat’s me, boss.” 

This is the usual salutation of Uncle Dan, 
and he does it all with grace. He is a 
wonderful specimen of humanity, over six 
feet tall, broad shouldered and muscuiar. 
Defying the touch of time, his hair still 
kinks in all its pristine sableness, and his 
ebony features are bordered with a beard 
slightly fringed with gray. He is a darky 
of the Uncle Remus type, and preserves 
all that courtliness which sprang from con- 
tact with the old southern gentleman. He 
salutes his superiors with a slight squat, 
at the same time scraping his right foot. 
To all appearances he retains undiminish- 
ed the full vigor of his youthful days, and 
the years hang about him as lightly as his 
tattered garments. 

Uncle Dan has an interesting history, 
and he delights to recount with multitudi- 
nous detail the incidents of his extended 
eareer. He was born in Fayette county 
away back yonder in 17%, and has seen 
syery decade of the nineteenth century. 
'n ante-bellum days Daniel was the prop- 
wty of Miss Phoebe Winfield. She was 
‘he spinster sister of a prosperous cotton 
planter, and it was under his supervision 
that Daniel toiled. In early life he acted 
in the honored capacity of coachman and 
presided in this exalted position until his 
promotion to the foreman’s place.  Fre- 
quently he made long trips through the 
country to Augusta, having under h'‘s charge 
a train of wagons, loaded with cotton ready 
for market. After the war he settled in an 
adjoining county, where he continued at 
farm work, until his removal to Atlanta, 
about ten years ago. In domestic life Un- 
cle Dan has been lucky. He has been mar- 
ried twice, during which time he became 
the father of thirty-nine children. By his 
first wife twelve children were born, all 
of whom are yet alive and flourishing. The 
oldest of this brood is seventy-seven. Three 
years after the death of his first wife he 
took unto himself a second wife and twenty- 
seven children was the resuit. As to his 
grandchildren, great-grandchildren and 
great-great-great-grandchildren, they are 
scattered in every part of Georgia, an in- 
numerable progeny. 

Except for an accident which befell the 
old man several years ago he would now 
be steadily at work. While at work on 
the top of the Metropolitan hotel he stepped 
th.ough the skylight, striking the floor four 
stories below. The result of this fall has 
to some extent interfcred with the locomo- 
tive powers of Uncle Dan, but in all other 
respects he is remarkably hale.

Fifty-five years ago he was, for the first 
time, married. The socks which he wore 
on that occasion he preserved, and they 
were placed on his feet when he was bur- 
ied. He had never seen a railroad train. 

His home was near Gordon's store, in Pike 
county. 

Washington, June 11.—The sugar trust in- 
vestigating committee has decided to re- 
port Broker Chapman’s refusal to answer 
questions to the senate and will probably 
not ask him to appear again. The pro- 
ceedings will be similar to those in.the case 
of Correspondents HKdwards and Schriver. 
The committee will report the facts, ac- 
companying the report and a full transcript 
ef Mr. Chapman’s testimony with a reso- 
lution directing the vice president to cer- 
tify the facts to the district attorney, wno 
ig expected to proceed against Mr. Chapman 
by taking the matter belore the grand jury. 

Henry R. Reed, of Boston, was the prin- 
cipal witness before the committee today. 
He suid that he was an owner in the Ke- 
vere Sugar RKeilning Company, of Boston, 
which had uo connection with the sugar 
trust, but was ua competitor. He said ne 
had been in Washington the greater part 
of the time since February in the interest 
of his refinery. He said he had frequently 
talked with Senators McPherson, Voor- 
hees, Jones, Brice, Aldrich and Platt. He 
said he hud seen Senator Jones more fre- 
quently than-any other member of the sen- 
ate and had given the senator, at his re- 
quest, a great deal of information about the 
sugar refining business, much of it relating 
entirely to the business of his own house 
and of a confidential nature. This inform- 
ation was given, he suid, to enable Senator 
Jones and the finance committee te form a 
fair estimate as to what would be equitable 
treatment for the refiners in dealing with 
the sugar schedule—‘‘as to whai would 
mean ruin and the reverse of it.” He said 
the house bill, if it should become a law 
would have meant ruin to his business. 
He had, however, used no other argument 
with Senator Jones or any one else. He 
had said nothing about any supposed indebt- 
. edness of the democratic party to the sugar 
refiners. He confessed that he had been a 
contributor to the democratic party, “in a 
modest way,” for a great many years, and 
expected to keep it up, but not to ask any 
favors on that account. 

Mr. Reed said he had met Mr. Have- 
Meyer frequently while they were both in 
Washington, and had met him in Mr. Ter- 
rell’s room, at the Arlington, but he did 
not remember that he had been there on 
the night of the 7th of March, when Mr. 
Gaston @estified to overhearing a conversa- 
tion between sugar men and senators. He 
had, however, met Senator Brice at Mr. 
Terrell’s room, and he thought he had a:so 
met Senator Smith there, but he had never 
‘been there when, Mr. Havemeycir was ex- 
Diaining the sugar question to him. How- 
ver, the proposed sugar schedule was the 

hief subject of conversation. He was sure 
that nothing was said on that occasion 
about democratic campaign contributions. 

Mr. Reed said he knew nothing of sugar 
Stock speculations by senators. He also 
denied having been in the capitol with Mr. 
Havemeyer and others arranging a sugar 
Schedule on the Sunday before the tariff 
bill was reported. He had, he said, been 
& frequent visitor at Senator Brice’s house, 
but had never met other senators there ex- 
cept on one occasion early in the spring, 
When he met Senator Hill going out at the 
door and found Senator Caffery in the li- 
brary. When asked by Senator Davis 
Whether the present sugar schedule 
was in accordance with his views, 
Mr. Reed said it was, except that he nad 
advocated a larger differentiai duty on 
Sugar above 16 Dutch Sstandara. se 
thought it was also in accordance with the 
desires of Mr. Havemeyer and other re- 
finers, so far as it adhered to the ad valo- 
rem system. | 

Mr. Reed said that the tirm of Nash, 
Spaulding & Co., of which he was a mem- 
ber, were holders of considerable of tne 
trust stock, and he was then examined by 
Senator Allen in regard te the detaus of 
the company. Mr, Reed declined to 
how much of the, stock of the t 
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firm owned, but he said he understood tnat | 
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a $30,000,000 of it was hci4d in New sBing- 
nd. 

Senator Allen asked Mr. Heed a great 
many questions designed to develop tne 
fact that the sugar refiners were acting in 
concert to secure tariff legislation, but ne 
persisted in saying that he had met some 
of the other refiners, there had been no 


- especial conference: and that he had pur- 


sued his own course. 

Mr. Reed also said in reply to questions 
from Senators Gray and Lindsay that the 
arguments for a sugar duty made during 
the present congress had not been different 
from those made in 1800, when the MchK1n- 
ley bill was pending. 

Senator Allen asked the witness a num- 
ber of questions as to the division of ter- 
ritory between the different refiners and 
desired to know how it happened that Mr. 
Spreckles supplied all the western territory, 
but Mr. Reed professed to know of no un- 
derstanding of this sort, and said if Mr. 
Spreckles had a monopoly in the west it 
was because the Rocky mountains were a 
barrier to eastern retiners. 


COLLISION ON THE GEORGIA. 
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A Passenger and a Freight Smash 
Together. 

Augusta, Ga., June 11]1.—(Special.)—ine 
Georgia railroad had a serious collision 
this morning at 5 o’clock. An extra freight 
going west collided with the Picayune, 
bound for Augusta, at Robinson sidetrack. 
Fortunately the engineers of both trains 
got a glimpse of each other and reversed 
their engines, otherwise the collision would 
have been more serious. The engine of the 
Picayune was badly smashed and that of 
the freight was considerably torn up. 
Three freight cars were derailed. 

Engineer Tice and Conductor Bugg, of 
the Picayune, were hurt, Dut not seri- 
ously. Officials of the road say that the 
blame would be placed only after a regular 
inquiry. 

Treins from Atlanta and from Augusta 
transferred at the wreck. The track was 
cleared for regular travel at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon.

Last Friday about twenty of the hundred 
er mere families here were sold meat tnat 
was not koshered, that is Killed by their 
butcher according to the ceremonies pre- 
scribed by their church. ‘this is a great 
violation of their religion and they had to 
destroy all the dishes with which the meat 
had come in contact. ‘this went ratner 
‘ard with many of the families, most of 
whom were poor, and they were toud tin 
their cry for vengeance. His name 1s 
Sam Friedman, and he had been a trusted 
servant as a butcher. An indignation mect- 
ing was held Friday night and ne Was 
found guilty.

They passed resolutions pronibiting any 
member of the sect from buying any more 
meat from Friedman, and decided to put 
their. shochet, J. Merski, in full Charge, 
both of the killing and selling of the meat.

Savannah, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—At a 
meeting of the Savannah board of trade 
this morning resolutions were adopted 
confirming the action of the committee 
appointed to meet the Charleston com- 
mittee with regard to means of securing 
a restoration of the differential rate on 
cotton to 11 cents. The resolutions adopted 
by the conference were fully concurred in. 
Resolutions were also adopted warmly 
thanking Georgia’s junior senator, Hon. 
Patrick Walsh, for his efforts in retaining 
the rice schedule as fixed in the Wilson 
tariff bill in the house. It was urged 
upon the city council as most important 
for the port that the present quarantine 
charges for fumigation and discharge of 
ballast of vessels be removed and the quar- 
antine be supported by general taxation.

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| KNIVES AND FISTS. 


Lively Combat at Jones’s Livery Stables 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


MR. LORENZO JONES SERIOUSLY CUT 


J.J. Kelly, a Horseshoer, Also Painfully 
Cut—Mr. W. O. Jones Takes a Hand. 
Cause of the Difficulty. 


A sharp combat with knives and fists 
was engaged in between Mr. Lorenzo Jones 
and two*blacksmiths, J. J. Kelly and J. 
Gaughan, at W. O. Jones’s stables yester- 
day afternoon at 1 o'clock. 

Mr. Jones and Mr. Kelly gave each other 
bloody wounds, and Mr. Jones received a 
stab in the abdomen that may prove dan- 
gerous. 

From the statements of Mr. Jones and 
one or two others, it seems that Mr. Kelly 
was standing in from of Jones’s stables 
just before the row occurred. It is said 
that Kelly was talking very loudly and 
interspersing his conversation with oaths. 

In the office at the time was a lady, a 
relative of Mr. Jones, who was waiting 
for Mr. W. O. Jones. The sound of the 
cursing could be heard inside, and Lorenzo 
Jones stepped outside and asked the men 
to stop their profanity. He says that he 
received a reply in which curses were in- 
termixed, but, wishing to avoid a difficulty 
solely because the lady was present, did 
nothing. 

But the conversation was kept up and 
ended in the fight. Heavy blows were pass- 
ed, knives were used, and the fight was 
over in a minute. Kelly walked off covered 
with blood, and Lorenzo Jones, covered 
with blood, walked back into the stables. 

It was over so quickly that it was hard 
to tell how it happened. One or two of the 
bystanders say that Gaughan, who is em- 
Ployed at Ray’s shop, took a part and 
held Lorenzo Jones, while Kelly used his 
knife and fist. Gaughan says he only tried 
to separate the combatants. 

After the first fight was over, Mr. W. O. 
Jones reached the stables. He was told 
that Gaughan, who was standing just 
across the way, had been in the fight, and 
he walked over and asked him about it. 
He says that Gaughan replied by applying 
an epithet to him, and they went to fight- 
ing. Both men were good and game, and 
for a minute or two there was a lively 


exercise of pugilistic talent. They were 
finally separated. 

Cases were nade against Messrs. Lorenzo 
and W. O. Jones, J. J. Kelly and Gaughan. 
Kelly was carried to the Grady hospital, 
where it was found that he had a painful 
wound in the neck and one in the side. 

Lorenzo Jones was catried horse and at- 
tended to by Drs, Green and McRae. He 
has two wounds of a painful, not to say 
serious, nature—one in the groin, the other 
in the abdomen. The one in the atdomen 
is Fy one that gives rise to most anxiety, 
as i? is feared that it extends into the ab- 
dominal cavity. He was also beaten about 
the face. He says he used only a little 
penknife. 

Gaughan is a hard-work*n@ horseshoer, 
employed at Ray’s. He Says that he was

ROSS AXLINE’S ARMY. 


Captured by River Pirates and Sold as 
Vagrants to Arkansas Planters. 


“This talk in The Chicago Record about 
Kelley’s army,” said Uncle Job, reminds 
me of a story. Ross Axline came to Kan- 
sas right after the war. The first year 
was uncommonly dry and his corn an’ 
wheat was burned out by the sun. But he 
hed spunk an’ stuck to it, an’ lived through 
the winter on such stuff as he could kill 
with his gun an’ the product o’ his cow. 
But durin’ the winter the wolves got that 
an’ his growin’ family near famished. 

“The next year he did some better, but 
only made expenses, an’ finally, when time 
came to prove up, he didn’t have enough to 
pay for his land with, 60 he give a mort- 
gage on it to a Kansas City firm an’ got 
enough money to get a title. 

“Things were no better, though, an’ final- 
ly, when time came to pay the mortgage, 
Ross had no money, an’ he was given walk- 
in’ papers. Ross argued that that wasn’t 
right, an’ his boys stuck by him. 

“The more he thought ‘bout it the more 
he judged that the folks at Wash’ton should 
know, an’ finally he lay to set out an’ see 
about it. 

‘“‘He got the schoolmaster to write a let- 
ter to the government statin’ his case, an’ 
then thought he would send it by mail. 
But he was ’spicious o’ the mail, an’ as no 
one was goin’ to Washin’ton jest then he 
lay he woud take it himsef. 

“He hed no money, but that did not de- 
prive him o’ means to go, fer he hed a 
good pa’r oO laigs an’ so had his boys, an’ 
so he set out afoot. 

“The fust night he stopped at the house 
o’ ole man Remis. The ole man hed his 
misfortunes, an’ calc’lated that he’d better 
jine Axline on to Washin’ton. The In- 
juns hed stole two coks o’ his’n some years 
before, an’. he reckoned he ought to have 
damages. So in the muorin’ ole Remis an’ 
h’s two boys jined, and brung a store o’ 
eatin’ with ’em. More recruits followed, an’ 
before the week was out they had gathered 
a long line o’ men, all with their woes to 
carry to the government. 

“One feller he’d be’n shot at by Quan- 
trell’s gang; another hed hed his crops 
sp+ilt by floods; prairie fires hed burned 
ou. others; some kicked on the price o’ 
sugar and whisky. It was a’ army o’ dis- 
apv’inted folks, an’ all hed common wrongs 
ter right. They crossed the Osage, 4n’ 
tramped through Missouri, gainin’ in num- 
bers every day, until there was near a 
hundred. 

“They hed to eat, an’ so when the Pikes 
wouldn’t give ‘em grub they hed to take 
it, .The sheriffs thought ‘twas better to let 
‘em eat and run than ta foller ’em, an’ so 
they was not molested ‘till they reached 
the Mississippi. 

“Ross Axline, who was gineral o’ the 
army, hed lay to cross-and continue the 
march through Illinois, when, as_ luck 
would have it, he met a river raftman. He 
‘peared to be a right nice feller an’ took 
oncommon interest in the army, an’ finally 
offered to take the army on his flat boats 
free of charge to Pittsburg. 

‘“‘Axline thought it over an’ told him ‘twas

“So the raftsman took his tem boats, an’ 


dividedin’ the army into groups o’ ten men 


he put a parcel of ’em on each raft. The 
men kicked, but Axline quieted ’em by say- 
in’ as how the captain says the boats would 
sink if loaded too much. The captain als@ 
says as how. ’twould be better to send the 
boats down one at a timé. 

“So all was settled, an’ the rafts was 
floated down one at a time an’ quite sepa- 
rate from one another. They were each in 
charge o’ ten o’ the worst river pirates 
you ever seen, an’ as soon as the raft@ was 
out o’ sight o’ one another them fellers 
let folks know who was runnin’ the boats. 

“They tied up the recruits, an’ when they 
got down to Arkansaw they had the army 
‘rested an’ sold the men to the planters 
under the vagrant act.

AN INTRRESTING. STORY. 


Told by the Charming Mrs. Cook, 
Of Brooklyn 


AND CAREFULLY RECORDED. 


A Page From Real Life Which Can Be 
Read With Interest and Is Certain 


To Be of Value. 


On a recent Sunday afternoon the writer 
gave interested attention to the narration 
which follows. Itis here reproduced al- 
most exactly in the words of the lady from 
whose lips it fell—Mrs. S. B. Cook, of 250 
Tompkins avenye, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cook and myself sat at the 
front windows of their home overlooking 
the park, as Mrs. Cook gave this leaflet 
out of her life, one of her Httle children 
nestling against her knee. 

“My husband and I have been married,” 
said the lady, “almost nine years. Before 
my marriage I was ofien tired, weak, ex- 
hausted, and my streugth seemed to be 
passing from me. I was then troubled a 
great deal with indigestion and dyspepsia, 
and sometimes since. I would be well two 
or three months and _e sick two or three 
months, off and on. That was the history 
of several years—sleeping badly and suffer- 
ing. I could not eat any solid food. I lived 
on boiled milk, taken hot right off the 
stove. That was my diet, and I got very 
tired of it; but I was afraid to touch any- 
thing else. 


“Now to go back to the year 1893, last 
year, was a long ana sad one forme. As 
the warm weather came on I hoped to get 
better, but did not. LIne opening buds on 
tne trees out there in the park found me as 
weak, low and miserabie as [I had been in 
the winter. 1 was losing flesh and strength, 
Slowly but surely, all tne time. My nerves 
were feeble and shaken so that my sieep 
was habitually bad. 

“At last, by the advice of friends, I went 
to Peekskill, where 1 remained for some 
time, but my ftriends saw I was growing 
thinner, and expressed the opinion to one 
another that 1 was in a decline. 

‘The doctor suggested that I take cod 
liver oil, but I to:a him I couldn't bear the 
looks or the taste of it, either in its natural 
State or as an emulsion. He looked grave 
at this, but said no more about it. So I 
lay there and lingered and sank; that is 
ail there is to say of the result of my trip 
to the country.” 

“Every time 1 went up to visit my wife,’’ 
said Mr. Cook, “1 could see she was much 
thinner and more feeble than before, al- 
though she didn’t like to admit it.’’ 

“Well,”’ continued the lady, “I felt that 
if it were physically possible I must get 
home, and so, on the sd of November, they 
wrapped me up and wrought me home, 
what was left of me; and what there was 
of me weighed just ninety-eight pounds, 
thirty-seven pounds less than | weighed in 
my girlhood. Here I could do nothing, eat 
nothiug; only wait for what might hap- 
pen. I had tried doctors and drugs—often 
useful to others—but of no use to me.

The democrats who are opposed to 
financial relief and a revenue tariff are 
comparatively few in number and most 
of them are in the east. The rank and 
file in the south and west, with a con- 
siderable number in the east, are stand- 
ing squarely on.the Chicago platform 
and they will cling to it until the last. 

Under such circumstances the thing 
to do is to get rid of the unfaithful, and 
then carry out the promises of+the party. 
With none but democrats on guard, the 
party will regain the full confidence of 
the people, and march on to another 
victory. 
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One’ Way to Boom a Town. 

Attention has been called recently to 
the rapid growth of Cleveland and 
Washington and the high price of real 
estate in those cities. 

Washington draws’ (thousands of 

home seekers who are attracted by the 
beautiful and well shaded streets, the 
parks and the church and educational 
facilities of the city. No place of equal 
population has in the past twenty-five 
years expended so much money on these 
improvements. Naturally, real estate 
is in increasing demand, and prices rule 
high even in hard times. A crash has 
frequently been predicted, but the years 
roll by and it has never come. 
The same is true of Cleveland. By 
public spirit and intelligence in beau- 
tifying its streets and maintaining fine 
educational institutions and churches, 
many millions of dollars are added every 
year to tax valuations, and the popula- 
tion is swelled by thousands. Euclid 
avenue is to be extended far out into the 
suburbs. It will be one hundred feet 
wide with car tracks in the center. The 
tracks will be separated from the drive- 
Ways on each side by broad grass plats 
planted with trees. Then come the car- 
ringe roads, twa@nty feet wide, with 
hitching posts at convenient intervals. 
Between each carriage road and the 
sidewalk a bicycle path three feet wide 
will be provided. 

The Cleveland and Washington plan 
is the solid way to boom a town. Thou- 
sands of rich and well-to-do people are 
on the lookout for such towns, and 
when they find them they go there to 
live and invest their capital. 

When a city adopts these methods 
and also encourages the establishment 
of industries that will give employment 
to wage earners, it plants itself on a 
broad and ideal highway of progress. 
Atlanta has already made a splendid 
beginning on this line, and the thing to 
do is to keep up the lick. It will win. 


As to Bunching Counties. 

We publish elsewhere in this issue a 
card from Hon. W. E. Simmons, of 
Gwinnett, in reference to a recent ed- 
itorial in The Constitution in which 
Gen@ral Evans's friends were urged 
not to abandon their fight, as it had 
been the policy of Mr.: Atkinson’s 
friends to bunch his counties for early 
action, while many of General Evans’s 
Strongest counties would not act until 
late in the campaign. While we differ 
with Colonel Simmons on the gubernato- 
rial, question, all who know him will 
concede his unyielding democracy. He 
is right in his statement that “The 
Constitution is democratic to the core.” 
As to his reply to our editorial, we pub- 
lish it with pleasure, though disagree- 
ing with his argument. 

Of course, nobody can blame Mr. At- 
kinson or his friends for inducing as 
early action as possible in the counties 
favorable to him. It was entirely legiti- 
mate, and the only objection that we 
urge} the premises, as regards this 
point, that many of the strongest 
Evans counties in the state were not 
pushed forward into early action. And 
yet in the second district, which would 
be normally for Evans about ten to one, 


but three counties have acted as yet, 


while in the fourth district, Mr. Atkin- 
son’s home district, six counties have 
already chosen delegates, and nearly 
all the others will act this week. 

As was stated in the editorial to which 
Colonel Simmons replies, we believe 
that had every county in the state 
chosen delegates on the same day, Gen- 
eral Evans would have developed a 
magnificent majority. In the editorial 
referred to, it was our purpose to urge 
the friends of General Evans not to 
be misled or stampeded by the discrep- 
ancy in the count _of the vote of the 
counties which have so far acted. Of 
course, Mr. Atkinson’s friends have a 
right to deny that they have acted on 
the fixed policy of bunching their coun- 
ties for early reports. It is our opinion, 
however, that, whether intentionally or 
not, such has been the case, though 
Colonel Simmons believes to the con- 
trary. 

Colonel Simmons well says “The Con- 
Stitution can always be found on the 
side of democracy in the forefront of 
the battle’’—a tribute which can be ful- 
ly returned. 


Negro Labor Wanted North. 
Edward Everett Hale, the Boston 
author and minister, has a plan for the 
settlement of the labor troubles in the 
borthern states. In an interview at 

Pittsburg the other day he said: 


It is not necessary for me to go into 
an elaborate discussion of this subject; 
but it seems very plain to me that relief 
from labor troubles lies in the- southern 
states. If, instead of importing foreign 
Pauper labor to work in our mills and along 
our great enterprises of all sorts, we would 
Seek laborers among the thousands of un- 
employed negroes down south a most bene- 
ficial change would be instituted in the 
United States. In the first place, hundreds 
and thousands of undesirable immigrants 
would be Kept out of the country, which 
would be greatly benefited thereby, and, 
secondly, employment and wages would be 
given to any of the colored citizens, who, 
under the present regime, are unable to get 
work of any kind. 

it is hut likery that the negroes will 


prefer hard work in regions of ice and 
snow to their present easy life in the 
south, where a mild climate enables 
them to work out of doors every day in 
the year. Then, it should be borne in 
mind that their southern white neigh- 
bors feel a friendly interest in their 
welfare and would not like to see them 
tuke any step that would not better 
their condition. 

The negroes in the south ave making 
progress. Every year sees them better 
educated and better situated in every 
way. They are accumulating property, 
and they find plenty of employment 
without being subjected to the harsh 
discipline of northern bosses, and with- 
out being brought into murderous col- 
lisions with the strikers who have inau- 
gurated a reign of violence in the mid- 
dle and western states. 

Mr. Hale will have to solve the north- 
ern labor problem in some other way. 
The southern negroes are well enough 
Satisfied where they are. 


Sober Second Thought. 

The Atlanta correspondent of The 
Washington Post, who is-a member of 
the editorial staff of our evening con- 
temporary, The Journal, telegraphed 
as follows in regard to the Fulton coun- 
ty mass meeting: 

The anti-administration campaign in Geor- 
gia, which has been gradually disintegrat- 
ing for some time, was formally abandon- 
ed by its leaders today, when the demo- 
cratic mass meeting of Fulton coun- 
ty, presided over by Evan P. Howse 
ell, editor of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, adopted resolutions strongly 
endorsing President Cleveland and his ad- 
ministration. The resolutions were offered 
by F. H. Richardson, editor of The Jour- 
nal, and were adopted after slight amend- 
ment. 

We judge from this that sober second 


thought has built a nest and laid an 
egg in the sanctum of our contempo- 
rary. It is interesting to take Mr. Hor- 
ton’s calm, cool, serene, restful view 
of the situation, and compare it with 
the fiery protest against the amended 
resolutions made by The Journal, charg- 
ing that the meeting was packed, and 
that it did not correctly represent the 
democrats of Fulton. 

The contrast is tremendous, but we 
think Mr. Horton’s view of the-result 
is the more correct. The only mis- 
take that he makes is in leading his 
Washington readers to suppose that 
there was an anti-administration 'cam- 
paign in Georgia, and that this cam- 
paign was formally abandoned at Sat- 
urday’s mass meeting. 

As there has been no anti-administra- 
tidn campaign in Georgia, there could 
be po abandonment of it. The only 
campaign that has been made in Geor- 
gia has been in behalf of the Chicago 
platform, its principles and its pledges— 
its promises of financial relief, as well 
as its promises of tariff reform. This 
campaign, we are glad to say, ,has been 
as successful as any democrat could 
wish. The abandonment of that cam- 
paign would mean the abandonment of 
the party, and it is safe to predict that 
this event will not occur.

The platform was certainly not aban- 
doned at the Fulton county meeting 
last Saturday, for the amendment made 
to the resolutions—the amendment that 
Editor Richardson declared to be an at- 
tack on Mr. Cleveland, was an unquali- 
fied endorsement of the platform.

An Unfortunate Speech. 

The speech delivered by the Rev. Dr. 
Cave, of St. Louis, at the recent dedi- 
cation of the Richmond coniederate 
monument has stirred up’ the south- 
hategs again, and the newspapers are 
filled with sharp comments called forth 
by the orator’s bold utterances.

At Appomattox, Puritanism, backed by 
overwhelming numbers and unlimited re- 
sources, prevailed.

Thinking men do not judge the merits of a 
cause by the measure of its success; and I 
believe 

“The world shall yet decide, 

In truth’s clear, far-off light,’’ 
that the south was in the right; that her 
cause was just; that the men who took up 
arms in her defense were patriots who had 
even better reason for what they did than 
had the men who fought at Concord, Lex- 
ington and Bunkev Hill; and that her coer- 
cion, whatever good may: have resulted or 
may hereafter result from it, was an out- 
rage on liberty. 

‘his priet extract shows something 


of the animus of the speaker. Dr. Cave 
earnestly and eloquently upheld the 
right of secession, and maintained that 
the south was constitutionally and 
morally right, and that her defeat set- 
tled nothing, except the fact that it was 
unwise to prolong the fight against the 
overwhelming numbers of the northern 
armies. 

The northern newspapers aenounce 
the speech, and some of them pretend 
to accept it as the voice of the south. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat criticises 
Dr. Cave severely, but it does not be- 
lieve that he speaks for the south, and 
the replies from the southern governors 
to its telegraphic question would seem 
to sustain its position. The governors 
of Florida, South Carolina, Tennessee, 


| Louisiana, Alabama, Arkansas, Missis- 


sippi and Georgia all regard the speech 
as an unfortunate deliverance. Gov- 
ernor Tillman says: 

I deeply regret the deplorable utterances, 
especially from a minister of the gospel 
His business is to heal, not to widen the 
breach. Just so long as such infamous 
utterances are allowed to go unrebuked, 
just so long will our northern brethren keep 
their distance. If Dr. Cave can’t keep from 
boiling out on such a day, let him preach 
his warlike creed from the pulpit, and not 
over the graves of the men who died years 
ago from just such thoughts. We want to 
forget the war, and Dr. Cave should busy 
himself to teach this. 

Governor Northen sent the following: 


From a thoughtful recapitulation of the 
circumstances, I do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce bota the speaker and his oration in- 
tolerably wrong. I had thought we had 
forgotten all these things. Nothing has 
occurred to ruffle the equanimity of our 
northern brethren in many years. The 
speech was as much of a shock to the south 
a% to the north. 

While a great many southerners be- 


lieve that the confederates were in the 
right they regard secession as a dead 
issue and are unwilling to ceuntenance 
any talk that tends to revive it. The 
people south of the Potomac hope to 
see an indastructible union of inde 
structible states. When it is needed, 
they will shed their blood like water 
for the old flag, and if the country is 
ever menaced by foreign or domestic 
foes the loyal south will be found on 
the side of the union. 

Dr. Cave’s speech should be regarded 
as an individual expression of opinion. 
If there are other southerners who 
agree with him they are too busy to 
waste time in such idle talk. In these 
hard times, when every man has to 
hustle for a living, the average citizen 
has too much sense to fool away his 
days and nights dreaming over the 
southern confederacy. Business is now 
a bigger thing than politics, and the 
old war issues are relegated to their 
proper place in history. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


It is reported that the Mississippi river 
has usurped the channel of the Loosa 
Hatvhie and will hereafter pass Memphis 
in a new channel, 

Consul Penfield, at Cairo, Egypt, says the 
shipping of cotton from Egypt to the United 
States is casually considered as anomalous 
and superfluous as the sending of coal to 
Newcastle, but the records show that Egypt 
is aggressively competing in a small way 
with us, not only in Europe, but at home, 
in supplying raw cotton, and the consump- 
tion of Egyptian cotton by New England 
spindles has grown from nothing ten years 
ago to more than 40,000 large bales, equiva- 
lent to 60,000 American bales, and valued at 
$3,000,000. The Egyptian cotton area, which 
was about 863,552 acres, in 1892, now equals 
1,072,541 acres, an astonishing advance. It 
is asserted that the use of Egyptian cotton 
in the United States is in no sense inimical 
to our own cotton interests, for it is used 
mixed with our cotton in ways that would 
not be possible for an unmixed product. 
The Egyptian cotton plants this year are 
strong and well rooted, and the crop bids 
fair to exceed 1,500,000 American bales. 
Jonsul Penfield says that should the pro- 
jected scheme for perennial irrigation, long 
considered and now almost assured, be au- 
thorized and carried out, the amount of 
arable soil in Egypt can be doubled. With 
the Egyptian cotton crop thus augmented, 
southern Russia entering the field of com- 
petition and overproduction in India immi- 
nent, and the market ruling lower year by 
year, cotton economists and theorists in 
the United States have material for serious 
reflection. 

The statement has obtained currency that 
Queen Victoria believes herself to be a 
descendant of David, king of Israel. The 
theory is that the eldest daughter of Zede- 
kiah fled to Ireland with Jeremiah, when 
the latter was an old man, and afterward 
married Heremon, king of Ulster. A quar- 
ter of a century ago, as the story goes, a 
clergyman, named Glover, told the queen 
that she was a descendant of King David, 
only to be informed that she and the prince 
consort had discovered that interesting 
fact many years before. As a consequence 
of this discovery it is given out that the 
queen js anxious to make a trip to Pales- 
tine, in order to look upon the land over 
which her ancestors ruled. This may be 


the: queen might not long-ago have visited 
the holy land if so disposed. 

There is merriment in some of the news- 
papers over the proposition of Mr. Dickey 
in the New York constitutional convention 
to amend the fundamental law so as to 
allow a man to vote at twenty years of 
age. Come to think of it, however, there 
is no reason why the voting should be fixed 
arbitrarily at twenty, and most young men 
are quite as well qualified to yote at twenty 
as at twenty-one. Much less is required 
in many states of the foreign born voter, 
and nime out of ten of these naturalized 
voters are less fitted than a boy of eighteen 
to exercise the right of suffrage. It is

Judge George F. Gober, of Marietta, was 
in the city yesterday, on his return from Sa- 
vannah, and in reference to the criticisms 
which have been made against him for hav* 
in ‘one there, he said:

I studied 
i@w in Savannah; was admitted to the bar 
there and shall always be glad to go there 
when I can. While there I was entertain- 
ed at the residence of a friend, and my 
visit there was purely on personal business 
concerning but few people, and without 
reference to politics. If I thought it was 
of sufficient interest to the public to be ac- 
quainted fully with every movement in my 
private affairs, I should not besitate to 
make them public. I repeat, my visit was 
not political, and I do not wish to say any 
more about it.’’ 


Governor Northen came back from his 
visit to south Georgia enthusiastic over 
alli he saw there. After a day in Macon 
he went down to Tifton and then to that 
unique spot in Irwin county,e Cycloneta, 
where the possibilities of south Georgia 
soil are perhaps more clearly demonstrated 
than at any other point in the state. It 
is there that the Georgia Southern and 
Florida has its experiment farm, on which 
under the direction of Mr. Irby, the super- 
intendent and manager, a practical ex- 
hibit of the possibilities of the soil and of 
the climate is daily being made. 

“I did not know before,”’ said the gover- 
nor in chatting about the place, “that the 
thousand acres embraced in the experi- 
ment farm was a gift to the railroad. 
Colonel Tift gave it with the understanding 
that the railway. company would maintain 
that farm there for five years. This is the 
fifth year; and, judging by all that one 
can see and learn, it has been a great suc- 
cess. Certainly it has been valuable in 
showing what farmers can do in that re- 
gion, and the people of Tifton and vicinity 
say it has been a great help to all that 
section. 

“The place is beautiful. I spent about 
two hours there and afterwards went over 
Colonel Tift’s farm, which is just outside 
of Tifton; and if appearances and results 
count for anyfhing, there is the best part 
of America for fruit and grapes. At Colo- 
nel Tift’s I found an excellent crop of 
peaches. When he told me he had them, 
I was credulous; but when I went to his 
peach orchard,with its 12,000 trees, my eyes 
were opened. His fruit escaped death at 
the hands of that great cold and (frost 
through a simple expedieat. There is a 
saw mill at Tifton and saw dust is plentiful. 
Colonel Tift had a number of loads hauled 
to his orcharé and plazed about in small 
piles. As nightfall came these were fired 
and some of his men watched by these fires 
all night. They smouldered and made a 
lot of smoke, which furnished, protection to 
the trees and saved his crop. 

“At Cycloneta,”’ continued the governor, 
“the grapes especially attracted my atten- 
tion. Mr. Irby told me that they had not 
had rain in eight weeks. It was hard to 
believe, far there was absolutely noth- 
ing in the appearance of the 
vines or fruit to indicate a drought. 
The grapes were splendid in appearance 
and there was every indication that that 
section will prove one of the greatest grape 
growing sections of the United States. In 
fact the land there, which was not many 
years ago considered valueless exces: for 
the timber that was on it, has been made 
a perfect paradise agriculturaNy and horti- 
culturally.

Commissioner Bradwell was equally im- 
pressed with all that he saw at Tifton and 
around there, 

‘We had a most successful institute at 
Tifton,”’ said he, “at which the teachers of 
five counties were present. I was very 
much gratified indeed with the excellent 
character and abiliity of the teachers of 
those counties, and I’m sure the institute 
did a great deal uf good. I never heard 
the governor make a better speech 
on the subject of education, and you know 
he always makes an exceptionally good one 
on that subjec:, which is so close to his 
heart. He was given a most enthusiastic 
reception by everybody. 

“By the way,” continued Commissioner 
Bradwell, “let me tell you of a dinner we 
.~ad there. We were entertained at the 
home of Colonel Fulwood, the mayor of 
Tifton, who, by the way, will be a member 
of the legislature. First there were brought 
in two beautiful brook trout, weighing rer- 
haps six pounds each, which had been 
vaught that morning, and I tell you they 
were not bad to eat at all. Then we had 
young turkey, raised in the back yard and 
kiled but a few hours before, and spring 
ch zkens and alli the vegetables, and in fact 
everything that is good. And on top of 
that came a great big beautiful water 
melon, cold and  lucious, that had been 
raised right there. It was a beautiful din- 
ner, and one which was in every element 
t: pically Georgian.”’ 

Captain Bradwell told of a series ox 
resolutions enthusiastically commending 
Governor Northen and his administration, 
and especially his work for schools and 
educational interests, which the institute 
acopted by an unanimous vote.

A CARD FROM JUDGE LAWSON, 


In Which the Congressman Refers te 
the Campaign in the Eighth. 

The following communication from Con 
gressman Lawson explains itself. The Con- 
Stitution publishes it with pleasure, 
and im doing so it may be said that 
the item to which Judge Lawson replies 
was, of course, simply a piece of local 
gossip, presenting the claim of: Mr. Me. 
.Whorter’s friends as caught in casual con- 
versation by a Constitutiom reporter. 
This was apparent in the local pub 
lication of the article. The Constitution 
would not for the world misrepresent Judge 
Lawson, whose card speaks for itself: 

“Washington, June 9.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: In your daily of yesterday. received 
this morning, I find the following state- 
ment on your editorial page under the 
heading ‘Etched and Sketched:’ 

‘The action of the friends of Judge Law- 
son, in Jasper county in formally endors- 
ing his candidacy for re-election has cre- 
ated a good deal of indignation among some 
of Judge McWhorter’s friends, who say 
that Judge Lawson has been writing to 
Judge McWhorter to do nothing ag yet. 
They claim that this is really a breach of 
faith on the part of Judge Lawson's friends.’ 

“Why any one connected with your paper 
should have written anything so far from. 
the truth as that I ‘had been writing to 
Judge McWhorter asking him to 4 
nothing as yet,’ passes my comprehension. 

“The charge of ‘breach of faith’ was, of 
course, leveled at me, because no one would 
Suppose my friends in Jasper county, or 
elsewhere, would be cognizant of the con- 
tents of a private correspondence between 
Judge McWhorter and myself. As the cor- 
respondence has in some manner leaked out) 
I suppose that I may be justified in referr-: 
ing to it, espesially as it becomes necessary 
to vindicate my friends in Jasper county 
from the very grave charge of a ‘breach 
of faith.’ 

“On the 9th day of May I addressed Judge 
McWhorter the following letter: 

“ ‘Are you willing to unite with me ina 
request to the people of the several coun- 
ties of the eighth congressional district to 
hold primary elections for the choice of a 
congressman in each county of the district 
on the first Tuesday in September next?

discuss the propriety of my renomination. 
Piease write me what you think about it.’ 

“I received a reply to the above dated 
the 16th day of May, in which, after ex 
plaining why he had not written earlier, 
(an explanation altogether unsatisfacto 
ry) Judge McWhorter said: ‘I do not now 
know whether or not I will be a candidate. 
Just as soon ag I make up my own mind 
in the premises I will write you frankly, 
touching the suggestion indicated in your 
letter.’ 

“Intermediate the writing of the above 
letter, and the reply thereto, I wrote the 
executive committee and other persenal 
friends in Madison county requesting them 
to postpone their gelection of delegares to 
the congressional convention. “hey had 
fixed on the first Tuesday in June ior the 
choice of delegates. But, since the :eceipt 
of Judge McWhorter’s letter I have not 
intimated to any one in Jasper -ounty, or 
elsewhere, my preference in regard to the 
choice of delegates. 

“When I wrote my letter to Judge Mce- 
Whorter I knew and he knew that he had 
been spoken of ag a candidate for congress 
for more than twelve months. I xnew a!so 
that his friends had made ‘nquiry in his 
behalf to ascertain his probable success, 
and I supposed that he knew then is well 
as he ever would know whether ue would 
become a candidate or not. My proposition 
was to submit to a primary election in 
every county in the district including the 
counties of our residences on the same 
day, and I am willing to abide that yet. 
Or if there is any fairer and better pan 
to ascertain the choice of the people, I 
will accept that. 

“Why did not the writer of ‘Ktched and 
Sketched’ tell the whole truth? asd why 
did he made a threat at me through the 
innocent people of Jasper county? 

“As to the report of the gentieman who 
professes to have ‘come from a visit to 
several of the counties in the eighth dis- 
trict,’ I have nothing to.say, except that 
his Chinese mode of. warfare--the beating 
of drums and tin pang and the blowing of 
horns—does not frighten me or any one 
else. That game has been played so often 
that every one understands the shallow 
trick. The contest in the cighth district 
will be won by the ballots of an intelligent 
democracy, and not by fake stories spread 
out in newspapers. 

“As I conceive that the article refed 
to has done me great injustice, J .cpe tat 
you will publish this correction.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Daily Stockholder. 

The wheat market has passed through a 
week of great speculative activity. It be- 
came oversold and advanced sharply on 
the covering of shorts, Pardridge being the 
last bear to cover. The news was so. bull- 
ish that in any former year, before Argen- 
tine became a prominent exporter, it would 
have caused a ten-cent rise instead of four. 
At the advance around 60 cents an ava- 
lanche of wheat came out, which shows 
that both bulls and bears appreciate the fact 
that the sixty-cent basis has,come to Stay. 
At the close the question which everybody 
discussed was whether the rise would go 
further, or whether it would prove another 
false start. Experienced operators agreed 
that unless Europe sympathizes the bulls 
will have difficulty in forcing prices much 
higher. In this connection it is to be said 
that closing cables were rather disappoint- 
ing. Furthermore, the export trade died 
out entirely. It was dull before the rise; 
subsequently it was stagnant. Towards the 
end of the week Senator Teller made a 
speech in which, referring to the agricul- 
tural situation, he said that Argentine could 
lay down at a profit in London at 44 cents 
a bushel, and that the production in that 
counry had risen from 40,000,000 to 80,000,000 
bushels. If Argentine can sell HKurope 
wheat at a profit at 44 cents a bushel, it is 
idle to expect a substantial advance in this 
country’s markets. Hence the most con- 
servative commission houses believe that 
profits should be taken on bulges, and that 
purchases should be made oniy when the 
market is weak. 

The government report makes the condi- 
tion of winter wheat 84.2, against $1.4 on 
May ist and ®.5 a year ago. The condi- 
tion of spring wheat was 38, against 86.4 
last year. Tne acreage of both crops is 
33,000,000, or 1,627,000 acres less than a year 
ago. The reduction in the area of spring 
wheat is 12 per cent. The report is very 
bearish, the improvement of nearly 2 points 
in the condition of winter wheat being a 
great disappointment to these who had 
looked for a _ reduction. Any one who 
bought wheat recently at the decline should 
take his profits today, while would-be buy- 
ers should wait for a reaction before get- 
ting in. Prices are low, but the market 
has been overbought and lacks the support 
of a large short interest. The gSvernment 
report is indicative of a yield of 414,000,000 
bushels, or about 15,000,000 bushels more 
than the production of last year. With the 
crop so close at hand and 60,000,000 bushels 
in the visible supply bears are not without 
ammunition. Aeceipts of wheat were light. 
As reserves in farmers’ hauds are probably 
smaller than ever before, it is not likely 
that the movement will show much of an 
increase. There was a very large decrease 
last Monday in the visible supply—nearly 
2,000,000 bushels—and it exceeded anticipa- 
tions. Next day came a decrease on pas- 
sage ef nearly 1,500,000 bushels. Shipments 
from andia were small and from Argentine 
lighter. It was stated, too, that Argentine’s 
exports would decrease; but the statement 
was taken skeptically, owing to the fact 
of that country’s large surplus. The corn 
market was very strong anu shorts were 
badly squeezed. The drought in Nebraska 
and Iowa was the bullish fe.ture, but was 
broken at the end, causing a general reac- 
tion. The crop movement which, while 
fairly liberal, did not reach proportions in- 
dicative of a free movement from farmers’ 
hands. In point of fact, deliveries at the 
railway stations fell off sharply, and this 
should soon be reflected by receipts at 
primary markets. The latter last week, as 
the above table shows, were materially less 
than a year ago, and were also lighter than 
week before last. if receipts continue 
small, it will be an éasy matter for bulls to 
advance corn whenever the market gets 
oversold. Oats moved up with corn and 
for about the same reasons. There was 
talk of a short crop and the receipts were 
moderate. It is not improbable, however, 
that there will be heavy realizing in both 
corn and oats on any further advance. Pro- 
visions were held in check by large receipts 
of hogs, the latter being materially in ex- 
cess of last year and proving a dead weight 
upon tne market. With any decrease in the 
movement, however, it looks as if hog 
products would have a sharp rise.

A creditor cannot, without the assent 
of his debtor, but with such assent he 
may cut up into several parcels an open 
account resting on one and the same entire 
contract, so as to maintain thereon several 
actions in a justice’s court. The debtor's 
assent should be presumed where the ac- 
tions were simultaneously brought in the 
same court and duly served, and no express 
objection to the severance appears to have 
been made by plea or otherwise until after 
appeal to the superior court and after judg- 
ment on appeal was rendered in one of the 
actions. It was then too late to raise the 
question by pleading this judgment as a 
former recovery on the contract, in abate- 
ment of one of the actions as still pending 
on appeal, the defendant admitting on the 
trial of the plea that the part of the ac- 
count thus resisted is just and unpaid, and 
it being manifest that none of the items 
therein were embraced in or covered by 
the suit in which the judgment was ren- 
dered. The facts showed that while the 
judgment may have been based on the 
same original contract involved in all the 
cases, it really decided nothing as to any 
items of the account except those embraced 
in the one suit, and this was virtually ad- 
mitted in open court. Effect should not 
be given to general rules of technical law 
where to do so would defeat the admitte 
justice of the particular case, these rules 
being intended to secure justice or guard 
doubtful cases, and not to work palpable 
and manifest injustice in any instance. 
No question of jurisdiction was raised, the 
jurisdiction of the justice’s court being con- 
ceded by pleading the judgment of the ap- 

Hate court as a binding adjudication. 
If the jurisdiction was sufficient as to one 
of the cases it was sufficient as to the 
others, each case not involving more than

Official Stenographers Must Be Paid 

for Fall Time at Work. 

The supreme court decided a question of 
considerable importance yesterday.

Mr. Parry is the official 
Stenographer of the Stone Mountain circuit 
and Judge R. H. Clark allowed him fifteen 
follars per day while engaged in taking 
stenographic notes and the same sum while 
engaged in writing them out in long hand. 
The treasurer of the county refused to pay 
and insisted that he was only entitled te 
the $15 while taking the notes at the court- 
house. 

Judge Clark made the mandamus abso- 
lute against M>.

The Governor Signs His Petition and 

He Will Probably Be Pardoned. 
There is quite an effort being set forth 
for the pardon of Dr. J.-B. Roberts, who 
Was convicted of some sort of charge by 
the United States postal authorities while

No; he, his 
counsei and h's friends claim that his con- 
Viction was based upon simply technical 
srounds—for not doing a few times the way 
pointed out by the statute a few acts, 
Which were taken out of thousands that 
were regular for the purposes of his con- 
Viction. These few acts were mere irregu- 
laritie; which, as the sequel showed, were 
not intended as any violation of law, or had 
in them a purpose to defraud anybody or 
the government. Seeing this, upon the 
conclusion of the trial and after hearing 
all of the case, both the law and the facts, 
the jury have unanimously recommended 
to the president of the United States his 
prompt ad speedy pardon. It is but just 
under the law, as interpreted by his honor, 
and the facts regarded 
by them as satisfactorily proven, Dr. Rob- 
erts could not and did not expect any other’ 
verdict. It is further proper that I should 
State that Dr. Roberts has no complaint, 
out of the courts, to make of the interpre- 
tation placed upon the law and given in 
the charge by Judge Speer to the jury. 
But, even according to the interpretation 
given by him, it was not and coufl not have 
been other than a mere technical conviction 
for-the violation of statutes in misconstru- 
ing the extent of his privileges and rights 
thereunder.”’ 

The governor has signed the petition for 
the man’s pardon, and others are signing 
it every day. A daughter of Dr. Roberts 
iS at present in Atlanta at work on the case. 
She went to see the governor yesterday, 
and he will help to secure her father’s par- 
don, if such be possible.
